After you have the desired selected area and you're back at the starting point, releas 
your mouse button and you'll see the marquee designating your selection. If you release the mouse button 
before you get back to your starting point, the Lasso tool will automatically close the ends of your selection 
with a straight line between the two points. You can add, subtract, and intersect lasso selections using the 
same methods you learned with the shape tools.

When you have 
completed the circle, the graphic will sizzle. Click on Copy under the Edit 
menu. The graphic will... 
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... to see what portions of the image the current settings will mask. 

Another unusual feature of Image Assistant's masking tools is the 
"snap-to" lasso . When you draw a loose line around an object and then 
release the mouse button, the program will search for the outlines of the 
object contained within and contract the mask to. . .

Then you select the area tool in the Tool panel before you choose the 
lasso in the Shape panel. Finally, assuming you've set the lasso 
sensitivity correctly, when you draw the lasso around the area you 
want to select, Cricket Paint will paint the brightness onto the area. It's 
the same operation, but Cricket Paint's method... 
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... or processes. Here's why. 

When a paint program creates a bit-mapped, raster image, it specifies 
every individual element in the file; you can " lasso " and move around 
pieces of it. In contrast, draw programs make vector or line-segment 
images, where each individual line element moves independent of nearby 
elements .

We drew an 
outline around the basket using the Magic Lasso Plus tool. With the 
basket outline captured, we clicked on OK to send the masked basket back 
into Photoshop, where we dragged and copied it... 
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ABSTRACT: Adobe Systems' Photoshop image processing software is used to 
combine product shots of Industrial Strength Eyewear modular sunglasses 
with photographs of various industrial backgrounds. The program was used by 
a photographer on assignment for the Seattle ad agency Matthaeus, Donahoe, 
Halverson. A primary feature of such image-editing programs as Photoshop, 
Fractal Designs 1 ColorStudio and SuperMac Technology's PixelPaint 
Professional is their ability to control the opacity of objects to let 
backgrounds show through. The photographer wanted to control the color of 
the glasses and the backgrounds independently while also having the 
combined photos appear as unified images. Photoshop's color-correction 
functions were used to give the industrial shots a dark, richly colored 
look, and a selection of tools and paste controls were used to merge the 
sunglasses and the backgrounds. The seven steps of the process and the 
resulting images are shown.

Ilustrator Jeff McCord uses Photoshop to let the background shine 
through transparent sunglass lenses. 

One of the most powerful features offered by painting and 
image-editing programs such as Adobe Photoshop, Fractal Design's 
ColorStudio, and SuperMac' s PixelPaint Professional is the ability to 
control the opacity of objects so that the background shows through when 
they're pasted into an image. Jeff McCord, of Free-Lancelot, in Seattle, 
recently took advantage of that feature to complete a challenging 
assignement for the Seattle ad agency Matthaeus, Donahoe, Halverson. The 
agency asked McCord to photo-edit images for a product catalog for a 
client, Industrial Strength Eyewear (ISE), a producer of modular 
sunglasses . 

The design goal was to combine product shots of the sunglasses with 
photographs of various industrial backgrounds. Art director Paul Matthaeus 
wanted to control the color of the glasses and the backgrounds 
independently, but he also wanted the combined photos to appear as unified 
images. McCord used Photoshop's color-correction functions to achieve a 
dark, richly colored look for the industrial shots and then used selection 
tools and paste controls to merge the sunglasses and the backgrounds. By 
controlling the opacity of selected areas, he achieved the effect of 
transparent sunglass lenses. 

Seattle photographer Tom Collicott took the original photos, and Dave 
Patterson, of WIZYWIG, a Seattle service bureau, scanned them at 300 dpi on 
a Scitex Smart Scanner. 

1 Editing the Background 

Industrial-background shots such as this diesel-engine control panel 
are scanned on a Scitex Smart Scanner, after which McCrod opens them in 
Photoshop for editing (left). He uses Photoshop's Arbitrary Map dialog box 
(on the Image menu) to manipulate the photo's color curve, adding green, 
darkening, and slightly solarizing the photo. He then uses the magic-wand 
tool and the Similar command (on the Select menu) to isolate the bright 





dial faces. He feathers the selection so the changes blend into the rest of 
the image and then uses the Hue/Saturation controls to make a "Hulk-green 11 
tone (right) . 

2 Silhouetting the Sunglasses 

Photographs of different-colored sunglasses, shot on glass against 
neutral backdrops illuminated by overhead and soft-fill lights, are scanned 
at 300 dpi with the Scitex Smart Scanner. For the time-consuming task of 
silhouetting the sunglasses, McCord brings in prepress consultant Doug 
Peltonen, who uses Photoshop's magic-wand and other selection tools to 
delete the background grays. 

3 Pasting the Sunglasses 

McCord opens the yellow-sunglasses file in Photoshop and clicks on 
its white backdrop with the program's magic-wand tool. To avoid selecting 
fuzzy edges, he chooses zero tolerance and no anti-aliasing. Using Inverse, 
from the Select menu, he selects everything except the background (the 
sunglasses, in this case) . He copies the sunglasses selection to the 
Clipboard and then pastes it into the background image. 

4 Making the Glasses Transparent 

With the pasted sunglasses still active, McCord chooses Paste 
Controls from the Edit menu and enters 60-percent in the Opacity field. 
This allows 40-percent of the background to show through both the lenses 
and the frames. 

5 Making the Frames Opaque 

To restore the frames to 100-percent opacity while keeping the lenses 
at 60-percent opacity, McCord pastes a copy of the original glasses file 
into the background. He positions the opaque copy over the transparent pair 
and uses the lasso tool to draw around the newly pasted opaque 
lenses. Holding down the Command key while he draws subtracts the selected 
lenses from the glasses until only the solid frames are highlighted. 

6 Restoring the Highlights 

To exaggerate the highlights on thge lenses, McCord pastes the 
original glasses file into the background image for a third time and 
positions it as before. Then, with the glasses file still selected, he 
specifies Lighten Only in the Paste Controls dialog box. This technique 
pastes only those parts of the opaque glasses that are lighter than the 
underlying image. With these lighter areas still selected, McCord uses 
Photoshop's Brightness/Contrast controls to increase the contrast until he 
achieves the desired white specular reflection on the left lens. 

7 Finishing the illustrations 

Throughout the ISE catalog, McCord uses the same techniques. For this 
page, McCord pastes clear lenses onto a blue background. He adds soft drop 
shadows behind the glasses by creating a mask layer and then using 
Photoshop's Calculate functions (on the Image menu) to subtract a fuzzy 
mask from the black plate. The glasses "float" just above the background.
